German General 
Saw No Victory 


NEUBERG, Germany (AP) 
— The German general who 
was ordered to capture Bas- 
togne 20 years ago said today 
that had his mission succeeded, 
it still would not have won the 
Battle of the Bulge for Hitler. 
On Dec. 16, 1944, Field Mar­ 
shal Gerd von Rundstedt threw 
250,000 
of 
Germany’s 
crack 
troops into a massive onslaught 
on thin U.S. defenses in the Ar­ 
dennes Forest. The German ob­ 
jective was to cross the Meuse 
River and drive to Brussels and 
Antwerp. 
Gen. Heinrich von Luettwitz, 
commanding the 57th German 
Armored Corps, was ordered to 
take Bastogne, a small Belgian 
frontier town at an important 
road junction. It had to be se­ 
cured to safeguard the attack-

British Provide 
For Jagan Ouster 


GEORGETOWN. British Oui 
ana (AP) — Forbes Burnham 
today began lining up a new 
government for British Guiana 
after Britain swiftly changed 
the colony’s constitution to per 
mit the ouster of Marxist Pre­ 
mier Cheddi Jagan. 
Burnham said he expected to 
get his government fully in ac­ 
tion by the end of the week. 
The ne% premier’s People’s 
National Congress party won 
slightly more than 40 per cent of 
the vote in the Dec. 7 election, 
so Burnham must put together 
a coalition. He has been promis­ 
ed the support of Peter D’Agui- 
ar’s ultra-conservative United 
Force, which won 7 seats in the 
National Assembly. With those 
seats and his own party’s 22, 
Burnham will have a majority 
of 5 over Jagan’s People’s Pro­ 
gressive party. 
Although Jagan’s party polled 
the biggest vote, a new system 
of proportional 
representation 
denied him a majority in the 
assembly. Jagan bucked tradi­ 
tion, however, by refusing to 
resign. 
A constitutional order forcing 
Jagan out was initiated in Lon­ 
don Monday by Colonial Secre­ 
tary Anthony Greenwood. After 
approval by the Privy Council, 
the order was signed by Queen 
Elizabeth II as British Guiana’s 
chief of state, and Burnham was 
sworn In. 
The order provides “that if 
any time before the House of 
Assembly meets the governor 
informs the premier that he is 
about to reappoint him or to 
appoint another person as pre­ 
mier, then the premier, and all 
other ministers and parliamen 
tary secretaries, are forhwith to 
vacate their offices.” 
Jagan has accused his opposi­ 
tion of fraudulent tactics in the 
election.

As 'Riley' Is 
Dead at 58 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Actor 
William Bendix is dead. And so, 
in a way, is Chester A. Riley, 
the pug-faced, soft-hearted fac­ 
tory worker he made famous in 
television, radio and the movies. 
Bendix succumbed Monday at 
Los Angeles Good Samaritan 
Hospital to lobar pneumonia, 
complicated by a stomach ail­ 
ment. He was 58. 
At his bedside were his wife of 
37 years, Theresa, 58; daughters 
Stephanie, 20, and Lorraine, 30, 
and Mrs. Alan Ladd, with whose 
late actor husband Bendix once 
starred. 
During 
his career, 
Bendix 
played characters ranging from 
brutal villains to everybody’s 
pal. 
To millions of fans of “The 
Life of Riley” television show, 
Bendix’ death was a double loss. 
It removed Chester Riley, the 
harried father. 
Bendix’ wife once admitted to 
an interviewer: “Chester Riley 
and Bill Bendix are alike in a 
lot of ways. 
“Bill’s bluff manner doesn’t 
let outsiders know what he is 
like at all. He has all the kind­ 
ness and desire to help others 
that Riley is noted for. Some­ 
times, when I watch a Riley 
show, I say to myself, ‘You’d 
think the writers lived with 
us.’ ” 


Army Reserve 
Windup Slated 


16 Months Given 
Before Collapse 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon is aiming to complete 
the revolutionary reorganization 
of the Army’s Reserve forces in 
about 16 months, it was learned 
today. 
Key officers of the National 
Guard and the Army Reserve 
have been told in secret brief­ 
ings that the objective date for 
final action is the end of March 
1966. 
It is expected that Guard and 
Reserve outfits will go to sum 
mer training next year in their 
present form, some of these of­ 
ficers 
told 
The 
Associated 
Press. 
The Army staff, aided by 
Guard 
and Reserve 
officials, 
already has begun the difficult 
job of working up solutions for 
the problems involved in shift 
ing 150,000 Army Reservists and 
their 
units 
to 
the 
National 
Guard. 
One of the first jobs to be han­ 
dled is the drafting of a “troop 
list.” This involves surveying 
the 4,000 Reserve units to decide 
which 2,000 or so will fit into the 
expanded Guard organizations, 
and how they will be distributed 
among the states. 
Such a troop list — which is 
really only a beginning point for 
the reorganization — is not ex 
pected to be ready before mid- 
February. At that time, the 
states will know what units they 
will lose and what units they 
will gain. 
Plans are being made to brief 
state governors, who have 
powerful say under the law as 
to the disposition of the National 
Guard within their states. 
Questions poured in on the 
Pentagon from reservists un­ 
sure of where they stand. Many 
of these questions cannot be an­ 
swered now, on tile basis of the 
skeleton plan outlined by Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc 
Namara last Saturday. M a n y 
will have to wait months for 
clarification.

20 years ago Wednesday. 
That was when the badly 
wounded German army, after 
retreating grudgingly since the 
Normandy invasion the previous 
June, launched its last-spasm 
offensive 
through 
the 
snow- 
cloaked Ardennes Forest. On 
Hitler’s orders, Nazi panzers 
and infantry drove at the Amer­ 
ican line in a bid to split the 
Allied front and reach Anwterp. 
Before long McAuliffe found 
himself defending Bastogne, a 
small cobbled village, with 14,- 
000 men 
— an assortment of 
paratroopers, tankers, artillery 
men. 
“Bastogne was the hub of a 
very important road net,” Mc­ 
Auliffe said, “lf we denied that 
town to the Germans, it would 
pretty well destroy their offen­ 
sive.”

Glenn Miller 
War Fate 
Still Mystery 


LONDON 
(AP) 
- Twenty 
y e a r s ago today Glenn Miller 
took off in a single-engine plane 
for France — and vanished. 
The disappearance of the gift­ 
ed American bandleader and 
trombonist remains as deep a 
mystery now as it was on Dec. 
15, 1944. 
One of the last persons to see 
Miller was Jack Hylton, the 
British impresario and former 
bandleader. 
Miller, then 33, headed for 
Paris with a pilot to arrange a 
broadcast for his 68-piece band. 
The 
single-engine 
Norseman 
took off from an airport near 
London in a slight fog. 
Miller’s 
disappearance 
fos­ 
tered rumors which still cir­ 
culate. 
These ranged from the belief 
that the Germans shot down his 
plane to the theory that he 
crashed in France and, an am­ 
nesia victim, died later, unrec­ 
ognized. 
“I certainly don’t know what 
happened to him,” says Hylton, 
“but on that night he did keep 
saying that he wanted to get 
near the fighting and that he 
was going to do his damndest to 
get a peek at it. But who really 
knows?” 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Ne­ 
gro leaders, while jubilant over

Gemini Launching 


Set for Jan. 5 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Space agency officials will 
try again Jan. 5 to launch an 
unmanned Project Gemini cap­ 
sule into suborbital test flight. 
The final unmanned flight of 
the project was scrubbed last 
week when a defect developed 
in the rocket engines. 
The fully instrumented cap­ 
sule will be fired over a suborbi­ 
tal course which will generate 
searing heat to test both the 
spacecraft and a Titan 2 booster 
for manned flight. 
Astronauts Virgil I. Grissom 
and John Young will ride the 
Gemini capsule into earth orbit, 
perhaps in April.

He Had Hint FDR 


Was Dying Man 


NEW YORK (AP) - Former 
President H a r r y S. Truman 
says he had indications 13 days 
before President Franklin D. 
Rosevelt died that Roosevelt’s 
life was near an end. 
In 
a 
transcribed 
television 
series to be broadcast next Fri­ 
day, Truman said: 
“ It became perfectly obvious 
to me that due to (his) health I 
would 
eventually 
inherit 
the 
presidency. I had seen him just 
13 days before. His eyes were 
sunken, his magnificent smile 
was missing from his care-worn 
face. He seemed a spent man. 
“I realized I would probably 
have to take over an impossible 
job, and I had a strange feeling 
that Mr. Roosevelt knew.” 
Roosevelt died April 12, 1945. 
Truman, then vice president, 
was sworn in that day.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
State Board of Education plans 
to ask the Legislature for an ad­ 
ditional $174 million next Jan­ 
uary but the state’s budget chief 
Finance Director 
Richard L. 
Krabach says “ I don’t know 
what they are talking about, 
really.” 
The board made its surprise 
move Monday with an 11-point 
proposal for the Legislature for 
the 1965-67 period. 
Board member Ray W. Kim- 
mey of Dayton said the in­ 
crease would provide the state’s 
public schools with a “minimum 
dollar program.” 
“There is much more that 
should be done to improve edu­ 
cational opportunities in Ohio,” 
Kimmey said. 
The board proposed to raise to 
an estimated $696.9 million the 
cost of the School Foundation 
program, that formula by which 
the state distributes funds to lo­ 
cal school districts. Some of the 
money, a minor portion, would 
go for teacher pay increases. 
The present biennium founda­ 
tion program will cost about 
$522.6 million. 
The board said $37 million of 
the proposed $174 million would 
be for increased enrollment. The 
rest is for expanded or new pro­ 
grams. 
Krabach said t h e normal in­ 
crease in past years has been 
about $50 million but should be 
less in the future because “the 
baby boom is over.” 
He said the board had not sub­ 
mitted its program to his office 
but that the Ohio Education De­ 
partment had offered its 1965-67 
program two weeks ago. 
“The proper question is where 
is this money coming from?” 
Krabach said he would have to 
see the detailed board proposal 
before further comment. He add­ 
ed, however, that the board 
“only has the responsibility to 
spend money.” 
The board said most of the ad­ 


ditional money would be used to 
help school districts meet rising 
costs. The board proposes to pro­ 
vide school districts with $500 
additional for each classroom 
unit of 30 pupils. 
Other proposals include $250,- 
000 to help school boards trans­ 
port slow - learning children, 
school guidance counselors and 
$1 million for districts with rap­ 
idly increasing enrollments.

Ever since the overthrow of Khrush­ 
chev, western speculation has continu­ 
ed on the changes which are to c om e 
both in the Soviet Union's feign af­ 
fairs and in its domestic policies. T h a t 
changes are inevitable is taken for gran 
changes are inevitable 
is taken for 
granted. It is no longer a secret that the 
marked by serious economic failures 
and internal splits within the interna­ 
tional communist organization. 
No new trend can yet be determined 
in Russia's external affairs. Although 
the post - Khrushchev rulers have made 
attempts to reconcile their differences 
with the Chinese Reds, the steps toward 
amending of 
the breach have been 
more visionary than real. The current 
lull may be no more than a temporary 
respite to give the new leaders oppor­ 
tunity to servey their position. 
But in domestic economic affairs, the 
new hierarchy seems to be making fun­ 
damental changes, and rapidly. The 
West has only been able to guess at the 
seriousness of Russia's economic tag- 
nation, which was first potlighted with 
the grain c r i i s of 1963, but the rap­ 
idity of change comigng to the S o v i e t 
Union indicates the need for immediate 
economic improvement. 


Soviet economic paper are filled with 
suggestions for market research, tests 
of supply and demand, interest recover­ 
ed on investment studies, and a general 
measurements of efficieicy, athough 
introduction of cost accounting practic­ 
es in industry. Profits — anathema to 
Marxist doctrinaries — are now accept- 
edmeasurements of efficiency, although 
the\ are largely theoretical since t h e y 
accrue to the state. 
It is no simple matter for an econon- 
ic system so heavily laden with bureau­ 
cratic planning as the Soviet syste mhas 
cratic planning as th Soviet system has 
a system where consumer market forc­ 
es are permitted a freer reign. But the 
necessity for frantic a c t i o n to put 
new life in a halting e c o n o m y wasj 
underlined when Premier Koygin of-, 
fered to begin repayment of long-stand­ 
ing lendlease debts to the United States 
in return for large doses of new credit. 
None of the payments on the 20-year- 
old debt have been made, and if made 
would undoubtedly have to be preceded 
by new credit of many times t h e 
amount of the payments. This is n o t 
accepted capitalist practice, but o n e 
cannot expect Moscow to go all out for 
capitalism all at once.

Battles Won in Men's Hearts 


NEW YORK (AP) 
—Twenty 
years ago he chilled the West­ 
ern world with fear, but now he 
is a gray little old man who 
likes to weed his garden in 
peace. 
He is retired Gen. Hasso E. 
von 
Manteuffel, 
seven 
times 
wounded in battle, one of Ger­ 
many’s most decorated soldiers, 
and leader of its celebrated 5th 
Panzar army in the Battle of tile 
Bulge. 
Just two decades ago Wednes­ 
day his troops infiltrated the 
front lines of American troops 
resting in tile Ardennes Forest. 
They came like ghosts across 
the snow in the foggy dawn, 
starting what some have called 
the greatest single battle in 
American history. 
Von Manteuffel, now 67, dis­ 
cussed the conflict on a recent 
visit here to act as advisor on 
a film of the battle, which is 
being made with the cooperation 
of tbe U.S. 
Defense Depart­ 
ment. 
He is proudest of the skill by 
which his men, through camou­ 
flaged 
movements, 
achieved 
complete tactical surprise. 
“I wanted to sneak by the 
outposts like cats,” he recalled, 
"and this went off well. It was 


the biggest German success of 
the operation. 
“ But your men were not to 
blame for this. They were sup­ 
posed to be in a rest area and 
they were thinly strung out.” 
Like other German comman­ 
ders, Von Manteuffel thought 
Adolf Hitler’s goal was grandi­ 
ose and hopeless: it was no less 
than to wrap up the Allied 
armies in the west, thus leaving 
Hitler free to deal with the Rus­ 
sians in the east. 
“The biggest mistake that Hit­ 
ler made at this time,” he com­ 
mented acidly was to think that 
the General Army could do what 
it had done in 1940. 
“After all, we were in the 6th 
year of war. He did not have en­ 
ough material and the soldiers of 
1944 were not the same as those 
of 1939.” 
The rampaging Germans did 
streak 60 miles through U.S. 
lines at one point to get within 
four miles of the Meuse River. 
But they were held up for price­ 
less days at one vital road cen­ 
ter, St. 
Vith, and never did 
break through U.S. defenses at 
a second key town. Bastogne. 
By Christmas Eve, von Man­ 
teuffel said, he realized the Nazi 
drive had been beaten.

Charles A. Moser, a teacher of 
Slavic languages who is a c o 1- 
league of Professor Petrov’s, is 
less forgiving than his insulted 
friend. He points out that Mr. 
Chakovsky calls the New York 
Times a “militant organ of Ame­ 
rican reaction.” R o b e r t Rozh­ 
destvensky. another Soviet liter­ 
ary man who has recently been 
bringing “cultural exchange” to 
America, seems to be as unmai­ 
la b le as Chakovsky himself. Ac­ 
cording to Professor Moser, Roz­ 
hdestvensky likes to refer to 
American interrogators as “pike 
and carp” . When he was busy 
exchanging culture with Califor- 
n i a n s, Rozhdestvensky visited 
Disneyland. He promptly identi­ 
fied himself poetically with a 
group of American Indians, im­ 
agining that he was joining them 


in a war dance. His poem reads, 
in rough translation: 
“We’ve stopped —we look—as­ 
tounded. 
Oh what silken skin you have! 
Oh what hair you wives have! 
And what if we took a knife to 
that silken skin?! 
What if, what if — amidst the 
silence — 
We should once more hear the 
warpath’s call — 
How the 
tomahawk 
w o u l d 
glint above the dew then! 
What scalps would steam in 
our hands! 
If t h i s is 
“c u l t u r a l ex­ 
change,” it would seem t h a t 
Americans are not getting their 
fair s h a r e of it. Putting t h e 
shoe on the other foot, can y o u 
imagine an American hard line 
anti-Communist — say like Bill 
Buckley, the editor of National 
Review — being invited to visit 
Moscow in even-up cultural ex­ 
change for Alexander Chakov­ 
sky? 
Just t h i n k of the uproar in 
Pravda if an American literary 
man were to visit the Russian 
grave of John Reed, an Ameri­ 
can who preferred Communism 
to capitalism and call him a 
“traitor” ? 
For t h a t matter, what if an 
American poet, visiting one of 
those Asiatic provinces that the 
Czar’s s o l d i e r s had wrested 
from the Chinese or the Mon­ 
gols, were to write a poem sug­ 
gesting that the descendants of 
K u b I a Khan or Tamerlane

might look upon the “silken skin’ 
of t h e i r Russian conquerors 
and think of taking a knife to it? 
You get the idea. Personally, 
this columnist doesn’t mind hav­ 
ing an Alexander Chakovsky or 
a Robert Rozhdestvensky visit 
us. But he w o u l d insist on the 
Russians living up to their part 
in an even-up cultural exchange 
bargain. Our State Department 
should forthwith demand t h a t 
some good American conserva­ 
tive authors be granted visas to 
tour Russia. Jorn Dos Passos 
shohld be given carte blanche to 
visit Samarkand 
and 
w r i t e 
prose poems abont Asiatics who 
might wish to stage the Oriental 
equivalent of an American Indi­ 
an scalping party. And Bill Buck­ 
ley or his sub editor on National 
Review, Jim Burnham, should 
be i n v i t e d to tour the Soviet 
universities, with permission to 
apply the description of “traitor 
to v a r i o u s Americans w h o 
have openly transferred their al­ 
legiance to the Soviet Union. We 
can t h i n k of a few, but, unlike 
Alexander Chakovsky, we have 
to beware of the libel laws. 
This 
column’s only 
politial 
program is to let goose and gan­ 
der have the same sauce. Insult 
for insult, and barbaric poem for 
barbaric poem, we demand re­ 
ciprocity. Friendship, of course, 
would be better, but how get it 
out of an Alexander Chakovsky, 
who thinks the John Birch Socie­ 
ty has taken over the New York 
Times?

of tragic fires as the result of 
improper handling of Christmas 
trees continues to be a serious 
threat to safety and life. 
The head 
of every 
family 
should be aware of the specific 
rules that must be adhered to 
if the Christmas tree is to be 
a thing of beauty, not tragedy. 
Following are some 
sugges­ 
tions that can help you protect 
your family from the danger of 
a Christmas tree fire: 
1. Small trees are generally 
less hazardous than large ones. 
2. 
Wait 
until 
just 
before 
Christmas to set up your tree. 
If you buy early, keep the tree 
outdoors until ready to set up, 
that it will not dry out. 
. Set the tree in water, in a 
cool part of the room and away 
from the fireplace or radiator. 
4. Be sure that the tree is 


securely fixed to the base so 
that it will not topple. 
5. Cheek all electric outlets 
and wiring on 
your string of 
lights. If the wiring is frayed 
or worn, 
discard 
the 
set of 
lights. This precaution cannot 
be overemphasized. Make sure 
that any lights you purchase 
have the safety seal of the Un­ 
derwriters Laboratories (UL). 
6. Turn off the tree lights if 
you are not going to be at home. 
7. Use only fireproof orna­ 
ments to decorate your tree, 
preferably made of metal or 
glass. If decorations are made 
of fabric or paper, make sure 
that they are flameproof. 
8. If needles near lights seem 
to be turning brown, rearrange 
the lights. 
9. Remember that dried trees 
are inflammable. If you notice 
that needles are beginning to 
fall, you should dispose of the 
tree at once. 
10. When

wrapped, gather up scattered 
paper and decorations and dis­ 
card them properly and quickly. 
Make this a safe and happy

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The 
Supreme Court unanimously has 
given its most important civil 
rights decision since it declared 
public 
school 
segregation un­ 
constitutional IO years ago. The 
1954 decision was also unani­ 
mous. 
The court Monday upheld the 
constitutionality of a key section 
of the much fought-over 1964 
Civil Rights Act which forbids 
racial discrimination in places 
of public accommodation. 
It ruled: hotels and motels 
must serve all races if their 
customers or food move in in­ 
terstate commerce. There m ay 
be some exceptions which don’t 
affect 
interstate 
commerce. 
They’ll be few. The court didn’t 
spell out details. 
The court could have reached 
its decision in one of two ways 
or both: the Constitution’s com­ 
merce clause gives the govern­ 
ment power to regulate inter­ 
state 
commerce; 
the 
14th 
Amendment guarantees all cit­ 
izens equal treatment. 
The court based its decision 
on the commerce clause. But 
the road to Tuesday’s action 
was 81 years long. 
After the Civil War quick ac­ 
tion was taken to give newly 
freed Negroes equal rights. The 
13th Amendment to the Consti­ 
tution (1865) said they were cit­ 
izens: 
the 
14th 
Amendment 
(1868) said all citizens must get 
equal treatment; and the 15th 
(1870) said Negroes could not be 
denied the right to vote. 
Between 1866 and 1875 Con­ 
gress passed six civil rights acts 
to carry out the intention of 


those amendments. One, in 1875, 
said Negroes must get equal 
treatment in inns, amusement 
places and other public accom­ 
modations. 
This was meant to back up 
the 14th Amendment. But 
Ne­ 
groes 
were 
discriminated 
against. 
It 
took 
them 
eight 
years to bring five such cases 
before the Supreme Court. 
The court skipped over the 
commerce clause which it could 
have used 
—the power of the 
government to regulate inter­ 
state commerce — and concen­ 
trated on the 14th Amendment’s 
guarantee of equal treatment. 
It ruled that the 1875 act for­ 
bidding discrimination in public 
accommodations — under the 
14th Amendment’s equal protec­ 
tion — only intended to forbid 
states to 
pass discriminatory 
laws. The court held that it 
didn’t apply to individuals, like 
hotel or theater owners, w h o 
were thus left free to discrim ­ 
inate. 
But one of those justices in 
1883 —John Marshall Harlan 
dissented. He said an inn keeper 
is “ charged with certain duties 
and responsibilities to the pub­ 
lic. The public nature of his em­ 
ployment forbids him from dis­ 
crimination...’’ 
But after the 1883 decision of 
the court Congress passed no 
other m ajor legislation against 
discrimination in public accom ­ 
modations until the summer of 
1964, even though after the 1883 
decision states piled up segrega­ 
tion laws. 
When President John F. Keo-

nedy sent his civil rights bill to 
Congress in 1963 he said, “ There 
is an age-old saying that “ prop­ 
erty has its duties as well as its 
rights.’ ” 
Kennedy asked in his m essage 
to Congress that dis crimination 
in public 
accommodations be 
forbidden under both the com­ 
merce 
clause 
and 
the 
14th 
Amendment. 
One of the main and most per­ 
sistent arguments against the 
1964 act was that telling busi- 
nessmen they had to serve all 
kinds of people would deprive 
Americans 
of 
personal 
and 
property rights. The act was 
passed after a record Senate 
filibuster and signed into law by 
President Johnson last July 2. 
It ran into some quick de­ 
fiance 
and 
test 
cases 
were 
rushed to the court. Tuesday’! 
unanimous opinion was written 
by Justice Tom Clark. 
Instead of invoking the 14th 
Amendment, thus undoing the 
1883 opinion, since few motels or 
hotels can operate without state 
or city regulation, Clark based 
his opinion on the power the 
commerce clause of the Consti­ 
tution gives the government to 
regulate interstate commerce. 
Some of the other justices, 
although all agreed in upholding 
the 1964 act’s constitutionality, 
thought Clark should have ruled 
under 
both 
the 
commerce 
clause and the 14th Amendment. 
Perhaps 
later, 
under 
some 
other kind of test of the act not 
imagined now, the court will 
also rule under the 14th Amend­ 
ment.

Republican Solons Oppose 
Curbs on Rules Panel 


IO 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Plans 
of some Democrats to try to 
curb the House Rules Commit­ 
tee's stranglehold on legislation 
ran into some formidable Re­ 
publican opposition today. 
The plans may be a major 
subject of consideration at a 
meeting Wednesday of Republi­ 
cans now serving in tile House 
or elected to the new' Congress 
convening Jan. 4. 
In brief, a group of Demo­ 
crats with leadership blessing 
wants to limit to 21 days the 
tim e during which the Rules 
Committee may hold up bills 
approved by other committees. 
After 21 days, the speaker could 
recognize a qualified m em ber to 
call up such bills, regardless of 
the Rules Com m ittee’s position. 
In letters to Republican col­ 
leagues, Rep. Thomas B. Curtis 
of Missouri, a leading planner 
for 
W ednesday’s 
conference, 
urged Republicans to oppose the 
21-day nile. He called it “the 
phony device the liberal Dem ­ 
ocrats have developed” to give 
the speaker more power. 
As an alternative Curtis pro­ 
posed more frequent use of an 
existing rule known as the cal- 
endav Wednesday rule. This al-

- 4v, chairm an of a legisla­ 
tive com m ittee to call up for a 
Vi/ie on Wednesdays any bill 
approved by his committee. It 
perm its a complete by-pass of 
the Rules Committee, but has 
been used sparingly in the past 
because it lim its debate. 
Rep. Gerald R. Ford of Michi­ 
gan, chairm an of the GOP con­ 
ference, said at least 115 Repub­ 
licans have indicated their in­ 
tention to attend the meeting. 
M atters expected to be dis­ 
cussed 
at the session include 
proposed changes in the rules of 
the Republican party and of the 
House 
itself, 
more 
adequate 
staffing for minority members 
of House committees, construc­ 
tion of a new and more popular 
“im age” 
for 
the 
Republican 
party and perhaps changes in 
the House leadership structure. 
Currently, there are no signs 
of a m ajor threat to the minori­ 
ty leadership of Rep. Charles A. 
Halleck 
of 
Indiana, 
although 
several 
m em bers,

Ford and Rep. Melvin R. Laird 
of Wisconsin, are known to be 
available if the GOP decides to 
change leaders.

(Confined form Page I) 
dug in and stood off assault aft­ 
er assault. 
A heavy fog kept the U.S. Air 
Force grounded. There was no 
air support — and transport 
planes couldn’t get through to 
drop supplies. 
On Dec. 22, three Germ ans — 
two officers and

man — approached the Ameri­ 
can lines under a flag of truce. 
They delivered an envelope 
containing two sheets of paper. 
These were brought back to Mc- 
Auliffe in his cellar command 
post back in the town. 
He has those two sheets still, 
locked away in a strong box.

losses.” 
Luettwitz consulted 5th Army 
headquarters.

Auliffe.” 
Luettwitz said he had met Mc­ 
Auliffe in Paris while the Ger­ 
man general was a prisoner of 
war. 
“He spoke to me for about 
five minutes, but I only later 
found out that it was the man 
who sent ‘nuts* to me at Bas- 
ogne. He probably knew who I 
was.” 
Luettwitz’ troops, after failing 
to conquer Bastogne, pressed 
the 
attack 
westward. 
They 
made the deepest penetration to 
the west in the Battle of the 
Bulge but were stopped short of 
the Meuse. 
The Americans, after weath 
ering the first onslaught, threw 
fresh divisions into the battle. 
The skies cleared to allow m as­ 
sive Allied air strikes at Ger 
man supply lines and troop as­ 
semblies. 
Luettwitz withdrew his troops 
in good order, and shortly after 
Christm as Day Gen. George S 
Patton’s 3rd U.S. Army troops 
broke through the Germ an lines 
from the south and relieved 
Bastogne. 
Luettwitz was captured April 
16, 1945, by American troops 
near Iserloyn, in Germany. The 
Allies held him until 1948, then 
he settled in this town on the 


banks of the Danube River. 
The son of a noble Silesian 
family, he lost all his possess­ 
ions in territories now 
under 
Polish rule. But after a few lean 
years he set up a wholesale 
wine company and a small pub­ 
lishing company and became 
district agent for an insurance 
company. 
He lives in a comfortable, 
two-family house with a nice 
garden. 
Luettwitz and his wife travel 
abroad a lot and have visited 
the United States.
